Nelson, Successful 
Manufacturer and Practical 
Idealist 


During the 19th century, many 
of the 
well-know n 
and 
varied 
utopian adventures in the United 
States had their beginning, Brook- 
farm , 
New 
Harm ony, 
Amana, 
Bethel, and 
Liberal 
illustrating 
something of the num ber and v ar­ 
iety of these undertakings. 
Mis­ 
souri, too, had an active prom oter 
of sem i-utopian schemes. 
He was 
Nelson Olsen Nelson, who found­ 
ed a large m anufacturing 
com­ 
pany. instituted a model labor vil­ 
lage. 
established 
a 
system 
of 
profit-sharing, and 
promoted 
a 
chain of co-operative stores. 
Nelson Olsen Nelson was born 
in Lillesand, Norway, on Septem ­ 
ber 11, 1844, 
ninety-four 
years 
ago this week. 
His parents em i­ 
grated to 
Missouri 
during 
his 
early childhood and settled on a 
farm in Buchanan county, where 
young Nelson grew' to manhood. 
On the outbreak of the Civil war 
he joined the Union forces, 
and 
after the w ar was over he tried 
business ventures in 
St. 
Louis 
and 
St. Joseph, 
Missouri, 
and 
Hiawatha, Kansas. 
He returned to St. Louis in 1872 
and five years 
later 
established 
the renowned N. O. Nelson M anu­ 
facturing 
Company, 
m akers 
of 
building and plum bing 
supplies, 
which soon became one 
of 
the 
largest factory systems of its kind 
in the world. 
In order to experim ent in co­ 
operative living, Nelson moved his 
St. Louis 
factories 
to 
southern 
Illinois, believing that rural con­ 
ditions would be more conducive 
to successful operations. 
He p u r­ 
chased a tract of land near 
Ed- 
wardsville, Illinois, in 1890, and 
founded the village 
of 
Lecla;re. 
which he laid as a model 
self­ 
owned and self-m anaged w orkers 
village, where with 
the 
Ann’s 
help, it was possible 
for 
every 
employee, and even outsiders, to 
build and own his own home. For 
many years it was his boast that 
the town had no police, no paup­ 
ers and an extraordinarily 
low 
death rate. 
Nelson became an enthusiastic 
advocate 
of 
the 
profit-sharing 
system instituted by Leclaire 
in 
Paris and Godin in Guise, France 
Accordingly he 
introduced 
the 
system in his plant, and during 
the first eight years he paid divi­ 
dends from four to six per cent on 
salaries and wages, to the am ount 
of $75,000. 
After 1905 the sys­ 
tem was extended to include cus­ 
tomers. 
The profit on 
Nelson’s 
stock, which am ounted to about 
four-fifths of the whole, was also 
divided among 
employees, 
cus­ 
tomers, and various 
benevolent 
and civic purposes. 
But Nelson did not lim it 
his 
social and civic interests solely to 
profit-sharing claire, and its suc­ 
cess strengthened his belief in the 
practicability of co-operative m er­ 
chandising. 
Being also convinced 
that one of the reasons 
for 
the 
object pauperism in m any 
sec­ 
tions of the South was a lack of 


credit and the high cost of foods, 
Nelson, in 1911, 
established 
in 
New Orleans a farm er’s co-oper­ 
ative cream ery and credit associa­ 
tion. The next year he expanded 
his operations and formed a 
co­ 
operative type 
privately 
owned 
grocery store. 
W ithin the 
next 
few years he established a chain 
of sixty-three co-operative stores, 
three butcher shops, a bakery, a 
cream ery, a 
condim ent 
factory 
and a co-operative farm . 
In 1905, 
com m enting on the success of the 
co-operative chain, 
Nelson 
de­ 
clared it was doing a weekly busi­ 
ness of about $25,000, but it m ust 
be said, 
however, 
that 
Nelson 
failed to see 
that 
the 
success 
achieved in his own 
plant 
was 
largely due to his m anagem ent. 
The co-operative chain 
in 
New 
Orleans collapsed, and in 1918 he 
was compelled to file a petition 
for bankruptcy on the project. 
In addition to his profit-sharing 
and co-operative interests, Nelson 
was responsible for the organiza 
tion in St. Louis of m any free re­ 
creational and cultural 
activities 
for the underprivileged, and, dur 
ing an era of labor revolt, Nelson 
fostered better capital-labor rela­ 
tionships and developed one 
of 
the most successful m anufactur­ 
ing enterprises of its kind in the 
world. 
He died on 
October 
5, 
1922.

In order to think straight and 
vote intelligently on 
Proposition 
No. 6, w-e must keep before us the 
procedure by which highways are 
financed. The money paid for that 
purpose is referred to as a 
tax 
but. in reality, it is som ething dif­ 
ferent. 
The state highway system 
is not a responsibility of the tax ­ 
payers as a class. 
It is the 
pri­ 
m ary responsibility of the motor 
car owners who furnish the 
in­ 
vestm ent and pay all the running 
expenses. 
They do not pay 
for 
highways because they are taxed 
but because motor 
car 
owners 
first decide how much highways 
will save them in the operation of 
their motor cars and then determ ­ 
ine the rates they are willing to 
pay. Those who try to play on the 
current prejudice against 
rising 
taxes to defeat this 
proposition 
without differentiating may 
use 
clever psychology to accomplish 
their ends, 
but 
some 
question 
might be raised as to their ethics. 
It does not seem like the best of 
good faith to mix the charges for 
m aintaining a 
highway 
system 
with taxes of unrelated character, 
which m ust be paid w hether or 
no, whereas the highway exacts 
a charge only to the extent it is 
utilized. 
The voter ought to be 
told by those who try to influence 
him in this m atter that there is a 
relation betw een the gas tax and 
a saving to his pocketbook. 
We 
have heard much about the bur­ 
den of property 
taxes 
on 
the 
m otorist but, to a business man, 
that is no argum ent against spend­ 
ing money to reduce the expense 
of business whereby profit is in­ 
creased with which to pay taxes. 
Raising the cry that the m otor­ 
ist should oppose all program s in­ 
volving taxes for roads because of 
other imposts for other purposes, 
is like urging a farm er to stop im ­ 
proving the efficiency of his farm

ment Service is co-operating with 
us in locating jobs in the harvest 
fields, and is authorized to refer 
WPA workers to such jobs, which 
provide the prevailing rate of pay 
in that locality.
